hydroehlorata, 4} ounces, $98.45 ; cycla- 
min, 3} ounces, $54 05; digitoxin, \i 
ounces, $87.40; gentisin, 1} ounces, $91.- 
1$ ; halitropin, 6 onneaa, 161.95 ; dydraa- 
tine hydrochlorate, GJ ounces, $194.80; 
papayotin, used aa a solvent for the diph- 
theric membrame, 13-oanoa bottles, par 
bottle, $189.40. Besides the above there 
are varioua preparations made from the 
Oalabar baaa, the cost of which is amsa- 
ing. They aire generally used in diseases 
of the eye.

"In the astronomical record of the 
month of November this year tiie only 
eventof special popular interest will be tba 
meteoric display which will take place on 
the 12tb, 13tb and 14th," says an ex- 
change. "A xone of 'shooting stars' dr 
meteora, with an orbit extending ont* 
ward bayoad that of ther planet TTranna, 
crosses the earth's path at a point which 
the earth reaches thia year just before 
the middle Of Woyambar. When tha 
earth dashes through this zone the mete- 
ors are attracted toward the earth by the 
foroa of irayitation, igniting whan they 
enter onr atmoaphare because of the re- 
sistance it offera to their flight, and the 
tiny apacka of ligbta thna caused render 
the monster's presence visible to us. The 
meteor stream is so broad that the earth 
will be three or four days sweeping 
through it, and during this time the 
bombardment of our globe, figuratively 
speaking, by these minute bodies will be 
under way. On the 12tb or 13tb tiie 
middle of the stream will be reached, 
and on those days, from about uiidiiiftlit 
until morning twilight, the display will 
be aaen onder tha moat fayorabladream- 
stances. The meteors emanate from a 
part of the firmanent occupied by the 
conataltatioB ol Lao, or tha Lion, and for 
this reason they are called Leonids. 
Those who look for a 'shower,' however, 
will be diaappatatad. The November 
meteoric showers occur only about three 
times in a century, being thirty-three or 
thirty-four years apart. The largest took 
place in 1M7, and another may be looked 
lor about 1900, or ten years henoa."
